spector James R. Hodges of Covina, 
has brought forth an even more im- 
portant discovery, which he gives to 
the Covina Argus 
this 
week. 
He 


states that gum disease, something 
which has baffled every investigator 
ind every rancher since the orange 
ndustry began in this state, is caused 
)y fungus, and comes from exactly 
the same source as withertip, brown 
spot and other kindred diseases of the 
citrus tree. So important is this dis- 
covery that State Pathologist Faw- 
cett has been delegated by the State 
Commissioner A. J. Cook, to come at 
>noe to Covina, to confer with the 
ocal investigator. Fungi cultures col- 
ected by Mr. Hodges have been for- 
varded to the state office, and are 
ow being tried out under the micro- 
cope.

Modern Structure Will Accommodat 


Growing Communities That Now 


Have Crowded Building. 


As a clincher of the reputation for 


progresc that Baldwin Park has ac 
quired in the last two years, a bond 
election was held in that, territory 
Tuesday of this week, and bonds to 
the amount of ?15,(K)0 were voted for 
the construction of a modern gram 
mar school building. The vote stood 
116 to 32 in favor of the bond issu 
ance. 
Both the villages of Baldwin 


Park and Valley View are included in 
this district. 


The hew building will probably be 


built of reinforced concrete, and will 
be fireproof, a building two stories in 
height, and containing eight rooms 
It will be located just south of the 
Baldwin Park general grocery store 
and postomce, on property between 
:he Southern Pacific and Pacific Elec- 
tric tracks. Thi§ property, to the ex- 
-ent. 
of tw.jp. acres, has been deeded to 


the school district by ,the Kauffman 
Investment 
company, 
a 
company 


which is developing a large amount of 
property in the vicinity. 


Baldwin Park and Valley View to- 


gether now send ninety scholars to 
the "Vineland" school. There are two 
teachers for the eight grades, and so 
crowded has the old building become 
that twelve of the scholars have been 
obliged to go to the Bassett school, 
which is out of the district, and one 
of the school trustees said recently 
that "no more scholars can be gotten 
into the old building unless they sit 
oii the stove.'*-

this handsome school-house is only 
one of the progressive steps which 
these villages have taken of late. The 
Baldwin Park community has been 
growing rapidly through the erection 
of private residences, and new busi- 
ness has been established of several 
kinds.

warning the ensemble of musicians in 
front, but even this flagrancy .'<isbef> 
done with wonderful effect. 
And, to 


complain that the singer, having once 
digressed at a certain point, will di 
gress perhaps at the same point in 
another way at another time, ha 
been the prerogative of the instru 
mentalists, and the food for criticism 
for the stickling critics. 


When Schuman-Heink sings, for in 


stance, "The Lord Is Mindful," there 
are a number of notes 
that

slights. She does not give them the 
length that the composer did. Homer 
a great American contralto soloist, in 
singing the same song, sings it ex 
actly as it is written. 
Yet, while 


Homer pleases the critical mind, the 
German prima donna wins the soul of 
the listener by her wonderful inter- 
pretation.

The Citrus 
Protective league has just issued the 
results of these investigations and 
shows in detail in one table the cost 
of labor per acre required to produce 
a crop of oranges in 1910, and in a 
second table the figures are given 
showing the cultural cost of materials 
lecessary 
to 
produce oranges on 


these same ranches during that year. 


The cost of labor per acre includes 


plowing and cultivating, pruning, ir- 
rigation, fumigation, fumigating labor 
and materials where not segregated, 
spraying, spreading of fertilizer, other 
tree care, superintendence, adminis- 
tration, and accounts not otherwise 
segregated. 
No allowance has been 


made for superintendence and admin- 
istration except on places where these 
items have been actually paid for. The 
average cultural cost of labor includ- 
ing all these items was found to be 
$52.82 per acre for the year of 1910. 
This ranged in individual cases from 
$14.90 per acre in an S-acre grove 
where no expense is listed for prun- 
ing, fumigating labor 
or 
materials, 


spraying, 
superintendence, adminis- 


tration or miscellaneous 
items, 
to 


$144.03 per acre in a grove of 56 acres 


The average cultural cost of mate- 


rials per. acre is $83.24; 'this is more 
than half again as much as the cost 
of the labor. 
The materials include 


chemical fertilizer, barnyard manure, 
water, fumigation, forage and grain, 
taxes, maintenance , and 
repairs, 
in- 


surance premiums, frost 
protection 


and incidentals. Adding together the 
cost of materials and labor we have 
$136.06 as the total average annual ex- 
pense per acre involved in the pro- 
duction of a crop of oranges. 
To ob- 


tain the net profits it would be neces- 
sary to add to this expense the de- 
preciation of the equipment and the 
interest on the investment, and sub- 


packed boxes from 1906-7 to 1910-11. 
The record includes not less than 
2,000 groves of different sizes and 
cultural treatment aggregating 16,000 
to 26,000 acres per year, and covers 
every important orange growing sec- 
tion of the state. 
It is found from 


this table that the average annual 
yield for the five-year period is 157.6 
packed boxes per acre. As the ave- 
rage annual cost of materials and la- 
bor is ?136.06 per acre it appears that 
the annual average cultural cost of 
producing the fruit in 'the field is 
$0.8633 per packed box. 


The cost of picking, hauling the 


fruit from the grove to the packing 
house, packing the fruit (including la- 
bor, materials and all other expenses 
involved), and of loading on the car, 
is shown in another table, based up- 
on the crop of 1910-11. 
These ex- 


penses from the tree to the car ave- 
rage $0.4304 per packed box. Adding 
this amount to the cultural cost of 
$0.8633 we find that the average f. o. b. 
cost of a box of California oranges is 
$1.2337. 


In a summary of the cost of pro- 


ducing oranges in California, the fur- 
ther expenses which the grower must 
sustain are given:

ly 12 1-2 dozen. The average whole- 
sale cost of California oranges laid 
down in the markets of the United 
States, based on the cost of produc- 
tion, cost of transportation and cost 
of selling is therefore $0.181 per doz- 
en. This does not include interest or 
the owner's time nor any profit.—Cal- 
ifornia Fruit Grower.

Meserve Leaves His Desk and 


Passes Away Suddenly.

The death of A. R. Meserve, the 


aged executive of the county horticul- 
tural office, has caused much conjec- 
ture as to who will succeed him, and 
the ranchers of the Covina valley are 
interested in the situation, as the dis- 
trict had found the late commission- 
er's work of a kind wholly satisfac- 
tory to this valley. 
The Los Angeles 


Times has the following account of 
the death: 


A. R. Meserve, widely 
known 
as 


county 
horticultural 
commissioner, 


died suddenly at his home in this 
city at an early hour yesterday morn- 
ing, at the age of 78 years. 
On the 


preceding evening he was taken with 
an attack of heart disease and seemed 
to be resting easy in the night, but at 
" o'clock yesterday morning the at- 
tack was renewed. 
Physicians were 


hastily summoned but he died before 
their arrival. 


The deceased was born in South 


Durham, Me., and came to California 
in 1852, when he was 19 years of age, 
locating in Sacramento and began life 
as clerk in the wholesale store of 
Crocker Brothers. He later went into 
business with his brother in Prairie 
City. He was married -in 1860 and re- 
moved to Santa Cruz five years later, 
engaging in mercantile business and 
serving four years as treasurer of that 
county. In 1S77 he removed to a tract 
of land near Pomona and took up his 
residence in the old San Jose adobe 
ranch house, living there until twelve 
years ago, when Jie became a resi- 
.dent of this city, being at the time 
one of the horticultural commission- 
ers of the county. When the commis- 
sion was abolished by the state law 
and an individual commissioner sub- 
stituted, he was appointed 
to 
the 


place by county supervisors and held 
the position at the time of his death. 


He leaves a widow, two sons and a 


daughter in this city. 
The latter is 


Mrs. Charles E. Sunnier; one son, Ed- 
win A. Meserve, is a well known at- 
torney, and the other, Harry W. Me- 
serve, is deputy horticultural commis- 
sioner. 
The deceased held a promi- 


nent place among the horticulturists 
of Southern California, having become 
an authority in all things nertainlne 
to the 
fruit-growing industry soon 


after taking up his residence at Po- 
mona.

BALANCING THE SEXES. 


Singular, Isn't It, the Way Nature 


Preserves the Equilibrium? 


One of the most subtle and interest- 


ing problems of life, according to the 
eminent statistician and student of 
heredity, Professor R. J. Ewart, is the 
numerical relationship of sex and its 
influence upon the body politic. The 
woman's rights movement is in essence 
a mathematical and statistical problem, 
according to him. There is not a gen- 
eral advance of woman, as some sociol- 
ogists assert. There is a sudden mani- 
festation of her power, a period of su- 
premacy and then a decline of her 
status.

True, it has always been something of 
a puzzle why the proportion of each 
kind, apparently with little or no un- 
derlying reason, is produced in the 
right numbers. The argument that if 
such were not the case the particular 
species would not survive does not re- 
veal to us the methods by which this 
object has been achieved. That some 
mechanism must exist by means of 
iWhich within certain limits the number 
of males and females born is regulated 
Is proved by the facts of history, 
where we have numerous examples of 
wars and other social upheavals where 
males have largely suffered, and yet 
within an apparently short period of 
time, as measured by such events, a 
balance has again been established. 


The sex equilibrium may be com- 


pared to that of a gyroscope, where the 
greater the disturbance of position 
the greater is the force tending to re- 
establish its natural stand while in 
motion.—Cur-ruut Literature.

The Size of Some Stars. 


M. Nordmann of the Paris observa- 


tory believes that he has 
devised 


a successful method of determining 
the diameters of stars by a comparison 
of their effective temperatures with 
their parallaxes. In the case of some 
of the brightest stars he has reached 
interesting results. Thus he finds that 
Aldebaran, the bright star in Taurus, 
is veritably a giant sun, the ratio of its 
diameter to that of our sun being 
greater than that of the sun to the 
planet Jupiter. This means that Alde- 
baran has a diameter probably not less 
than 8,000,000 miles, or more than 
thirty times the distance from the 
earth to the moon. On the other hand, 
Sirius, or the dog star, to our eyes the 
brightest of all the stars, is, accord- 
ing to M. Nordmnnn, but little larger 
than our sun.

—was supposed to bo one of the in- 
carnations of Krishna. 
The idol is 


formed of an irregular pyramidal black 
stone, with two large diamonds to rep- 
resent eyes.

The admiralty is very 


particular that every piece shall be 
painted the moment it Is ready for 
building purposes. Uut the steel plates 
form a hard black surface, called 'mill 
scale,' in the process of manufacture. 
This clings tenaciously to the plate! 
and if it is covered with paint and 
afterward 
the plate gets damaged 


then the scale peels off, taking the 
paint with It, and leaving the steel 
oare. The plate is then liable to rust 
corrosion, a serious danger to the ship. 


"We therefore remove every trace of 


scale before painting the steel plate 
It is put into a bath of dilute hydro- 
chloric acid for a few hours, which 
loosens the scale. 
The plate is then 


brushed with wire brushes and wash- 
ed with a hose. This is what we call 
'pickling steel.'"— London Answers.

The Antiquity of Man. 


It has been known during a long 


time that in western Europe man ex- 
isted during the glacial epoch. We 
now know that the great ice age con- 
sisted of different glacial times sepa- 
rated by interglacial times. In glacial 
times the snow line dropped 3,000 or 
4,000 feet below 'its present level in 
the Alps, whereas in interglacial times 
it lay about 1,000 feet higher than at 
present. Thus the temperature seems 
to have been higher in the interglacial 
periods than it is now. There is abun- 
dant evidence, in the opinion of Penck, 
that man existed during the beginning 
of the last glacial epoch. 
There is 


some reason for thinking that at least 
20,000 years have elapsed since the 
last glaclatlon and that the man whose 
jawbone was found in 1909 near Hei- 
delberg lived 200,000 years ago.—Scien- 
tific American.
